Strategy targets N.C., 
Va., in case the Rust 
Belt goes Republican 

Jamestown, N.C. 

Three years after his surprising 
wins in Southern states, President 
Obama’s re-election campaign is 
doubling down in the region, hop- 
ing to turn changing demograph- 
ics into electoral wins and off- 
set potential losses in traditional 
swing states next year. 

Obama’s Southern strategy is at 
the heart of the president’s three-day 
bus trip this week through North 
Carolina and Virginia. Obama won 
both states in 2008, becoming the 
first president to win the Republican 
strongholds in a generation. 

With 28 electoral votes up for 
grabs between them, wins in North 
Carolina and Virginia could help 
Obama make up for defeats in Rust 
Belt states such as Ohio and Indiana, 
which he won in 2008 but could be 
hard-pressed to carry next year. 

Both states have seen econom- 
ic and demographic changes that 
could alter the politics. North Car- 
olina’s economy has shifted from 
textiles and tobacco to banking and 
research, while the population has 
boomed in Northern Virginia, with

Higher bank fees are here to stay. 
The latest third-quarter earnings 
reports from this week confirm 
that banks are struggling to make 
money the old-fashioned way, by 
lending money to consumers and 
businesses. The main reason: inter- 
est rates are at historic lows. That 
makes it harder for banks to charge 
high rates on loans. 

New rules have also curtailed 
various kinds of traditional fees, 
costing banks billions in lost 
income. These fees include over- 
draft charges on checking accounts 
and fees for making late payments 
on credit cards. 

So, many of them are making up 
the difference with fees that aren’t 
covered by the new rules. Bank 
of America Corp., which report- 
ed results Tuesday, has set off a 
firestorm over its plan to charge cus- 
tomers $5 a month for using their 
debit cards. Even President Obama 
has taken the bank to task. 


Make Up Lost Profits 

Making money the traditional way 
is becoming tougher for banks. In 
an effort to make up lost revenue: 

m Citi will charge $20 a month 
starting in December to some 
customers who don’t keep a balance 
of $15,000 or more in their combined 
checking, savings and investment 
accounts or loan balances. 

» Wells Fargo & Co. started testing 
a $3 monthly fee for debit cards 
Friday in New Mexico, Nevada, 
Oregon, Washington and Georgia. 

» JPMorgan Chase & Co. tested a $3 
monthly debit card fee in February in 
Wisconsin and Georgia. 

» Regions Financial Corp. of 
Alabama introduced a $4 fee for 
debit cards in October, (ap) 


Banks say the latest round of 
fees was triggered by a new fed- 
eral law championed by Sen. Dick 
Durbin of Illinois. The law caps 
the amount banks can charge 
merchants for debit card usage 
at about 24 cents per transaction, 
down from an average of 44 cents. 
The rule went into effect Oct. 1.

Study: Malaria Vaccine Promising 


Atlanta 

The quest for the world’s first malar- 
ia vaccine appears to have taken a 
big step: A study in Africa shows 
experimental shots cut the risk of 
disease in children by half. 

The initial results from a final 
stage of vaccine testing were pub- 
lished Tuesday by the New England 
Journal of Medicine, and the vac- 
cine’s developers called it a mile- 
stone in helping to tame one of the 
world’s most devastating killers. 

However, the vaccine won’t be 
available for at least three years, 
as crucial further testing must be 


completed to see how well it works 
in infants and how long protec- 
tion lasts. Then the vaccine must 
be reviewed by government agen- 
cies in Europe and in individual 
African countries. 

“We still have a way to go,” Tsiri 
Agbenyega, lead researcher for the 
African study. 

The early results show the vac- 
cine is only about 50 percent effec- 
tive, much lower than the protec- 
tion seen in more common vaccines. 
But experts said it’s a vast improve- 
ment over the current situation and 
could still save hundreds of thou- 
sands Of lives.

NATO said Tuesday it is consider- 
ing ending its bombing campaign 
in Libya, but the decision must 
consider the threat pro-Moam- 
mar Gadhafi fighters still pose to 
civilians. 

Some have speculated that the 
North Atlantic Council, NATO’s 
top decision-making body, will 
declare an end to the seven-month 
Libyan operation when it meets 
Wednesday. 

“We are very close to the 
end, but there are still threats to 
the civilian population,” NATO 
spokesman Carmen Romero said 
Tuesday. 

Still, a diplomat who spoke on 


condition of anonymity said France 
and Britain have insisted the cam- 
paign continue until Libya’s new 
leaders can assume responsibility 
for security nationwide. 

With armed opposition to the 


new Libyan authorities now limit- 
ed to only a few towns, the alliance 
has scaled back the airstrikes, con- 
ducting an average of 15 a day in 
comparison to about 70 to 80 a day 
at the height of the campaign. 


Meanwhile, revolutionary forc- 
es celebrated the capture of one 
Gadhafi stronghold and closed in 
on the last holdouts in the fugitive 
leader’s hometown of Sirte, putting 
total victory in their eight-month 
uprising just city blocks away. 

“The fighting in Sirte is nearly 
over,” said Abdul-Hadi Ali, a revo- 
lutionary fighter. “I think they have 
a lot of ammunition, but our fight- 
ers will fire Grads and get it over 
with so maybe tomorrow it will be 
liberated and bombed, and we will 
begin the hunt for Gadhafi.” 

Libyan military spokesman Col. 
Ahmed Bani said Monday that the 
search for Gadhafi would inten- 
sify after authorities declare total 
victory, (ap)

Regional board mulls 
ideas for more bike, 
pedestrian options

Police Find Body of Missing Boy 


Remains discovered 
6 days after mother 
was found slain in Md. 

Clarksburg, Md. 

Montgomery County police have 
found human remains they believe 
are those of 11-year-old William 
McQuain, who was last seen about 
two weeks ago. 

The body was found Tuesday 
morning in a wooded area of the 
westbound shoulder off Route 121 
in the Clarksburg area. 

“This is not the ending we were 
hoping for; everyone involved in 
this held onto a shred of hope that 


we would find William alive,” said 
spokesman Capt. Paul Starks. 

The discovery of the boy’s body 
comes six days after his mother, 
Jane McQuain, 51, was found slain 
in their Germantown, Md., apart- 
ment. At first there was no sign of 
William, a sixth-grader at Martin 
Luther King, Jr. Middle School in 
Germantown. 

Authorities launched a massive 
search for the boy, and his friends 
and others in the neighborhood 
held a vigil. But the search ended 
when the boy’s body was found by 
a K-9 officer. 

Jane McQuain’s estranged hus- 
band, Curtis Lopez, who already 
has been charged in her killing, is

The Significant Others 


For the spouses 
of GOP hopefuls, 
the scrutiny can 
be just as fierce 

New York 

Ann Romney is a smiling presence 
at her husband’s side. Gloria Cain 
doesn’t campaign at all. And Anita 
Perry raised eyebrows with her 
claim that her husband had been 
“brutalized” for his faith. 

The wives — and one husband 
— of the 2012 presidential con- 
tenders are still learning to man- 
age the unforgiving scrutiny that 
comes with their role. A spouse 
can be a priceless asset, validating 
and humanizing the candidate in 
voters’ eyes. But an absent spouse 
can raise questions, and a pro- 
vocative comment from a spouse 
can wound the candidate or pull 
him or her off message at a criti- 
cal juncture. 

That’s what happened to Texas 
Gov. Rick Perry after his wife 
spoke to voters at North Green- 
ville University in South Caro- 
lina a day before Perry was to 
unveil his energy policy. Intense 
and weepy at times, Anita Perry 
said her husband had come 
under withering assault in part 
because of his evangelical Chris- 
tian faith. 

“It’s been a rough month,” she 
said in remarks recorded by NBC 
News. “We have been brutalized 
and beaten up and chewed up in 
the press. We are being brutal- 
ized by our opponents and our 
own party. So much of that is, I 
think, they look at him — because 
of his faith.” 

Rick Perry defended his wife 
when pressed on whether he 
agreed with her assertion. But it 
was unquestionably a distraction 
for Perry, who had tried to restore 
his focus on the economy after a 
month of bad debate performances 



Ann Romney, wife of gop 
front-runner Mitt Romney, has so 
far managed to avoid any notice- 
able missteps, in part because she’s 
been through a presidential campaign 
before. She is often credited with soft- 
ening the former Massachusetts gov- 
ernor’s stiff image, describing him as a 
devoted father and husband who has 
stood by her during treatment 
for multiple sclerosis and 
breast cancer. 


Anita Perry had been a relatively 
low-key presence, as she was during her 
husband’s three campaigns for Texas gov- 
ernor, until her remarks about religion in 
South Carolina. She’s often appeared with 
Rick Perry, but rarely speaks. She made 
an exception in Iowa, reminding Perry, 
during his defense of in-state col- 
lege tuition for children of illegal 
immigrants, to mention that 
the students must be pursu- 
ing U.S. citizenship. 



Marcus Bachmann 

proved a distraction for his wife, Min- 
nesota Rep. Michele Bachmann, 
when he was forced to defend his 
Christian counseling business from 
claims its therapies include “cur- 
ing" gay patients, though Michele 
Bachmann has opposed gay rights 
throughout her political career. 



Callista Gingrich, Newt 

Gingrich’s third wife, made headlines 
this summer when her husband was 
pressed on why he had a $500,000 
credit line at Tiffany’s. He left the 
campaign early on for a cruise with 
her, causing most of his staff to quit. 



Gloria Cain, wife of pizza magnate Herman 
Cain, has been nearly invisible. With recent polls 
showing him surging into a virtual tie with Romney, 
Herman Cain has faced questions about his wife’s 
absence. He has said his wife “is a lot more intro- 
verted than I am" but said he expects she’ll make 
an appearance with him around Thanksgiving. 

Karen Santorum has been key to the 
struggling candidacy of ex-Pennsylvania senator 
Rick Santorum, who has discussed his marriage 
to highlight conservative social issues. They have 
seven children, including a daughter with severe 
birth defects. This month, Santorum suggested 
candidates should be judged on their spouses. 


Mary Kaye Huntsman, wife of for- 

mer Utah governor Jon Huntsman, has been 
a near-constant presence in New Hampshire, 
where her husband has focused his campaign. 
She’s become a regular at restaurants around 
Concord, even when cameras aren’t rolling. 


Carol Paul, Texas Rep. Ron Paul’s wife, in 
also an infrequent campaigner. Paul’s campaign 
says she will be on the trail in the near future, and 
their son, Rep. Rand Paul, R-Ky., has been more 
visible stumping for his father, (ap) 


and slipping poll numbers. 

“We look at the spouse to give 
us some clue as to the character of 
the candidate,” said Myra Gutin, a 
Rider University communications 
professor who studies first ladies. 


“He or she has to be circumspect, to 
avoid controversy as much as pos- 
sible. But it’s very hard for spouses 
to watch their significant other go 
through a hard time, so they some- 
times speak out about it.” 


Emotional outbursts have 
bedeviled many candidates’ spous- 
es over the years. 

In 2008, former president Bill 
Clinton’s finger-wagging bursts 
of anger drew plenty of attention

Great rock ’n’ roll can turn a steer- 
ing wheel into a snare drum. 

Real Estate knows this. The 
young New Jersey band makes 
driving music, perfect for coasting 
through suburban quilts of green 
and gray — or imaginary drives 
through your own gray matter. 

Of the 10 songs that make up the 
band’s lovely second album “Days,” 
none invites more steering-wheel 
abuse than “It’s Real.” The song’s 
keen tap-tap-tap-tap sounds like it 
was composed in the driver’s seat 
of a ’97 Toyota Corolla.

But when Martin Courtney con- 
fesses that he doesn’t “know who’s 
behind the wheel,” he’s not singing 
about his morning carpool. He’s 
singing about the mystery of emo- 
tions and how they can feel more 
acute when you’re living in the Gar- 
den State’s suburban inertia. 

Real Estate doesn’t share Bruce 
Springsteen’s zeal or ZIP code, but 
few contemporary rock albums feel 
as American as “Days.” This music 
comes from a place where Exxon sta- 
tion canopies glow like beacons in 
the boredom. The band reinforces 
that sense of bittersweet stasis with 



cyclical, jangled riffs that resemble 
RE.M. walking lazy laps around the 
track behind the high school. 

It’s Courtney’s singing that push- 
es these songs to the deep end. His 
lyrics clot into Polaroid focus on 
“Green Aisles” — “The phone lines, 
the street lights led me to you,” he 


sings. “And if you just sit tight, I’ll be 
there soon.” En route, he soaks up 
the present and braces for the future: 
“The houses were humming all 
through the night/And winter was 
coming, but that was alright.” 

That last line isn’t an expression 
of slacker resignation. It’s a wist-

ful declaration of acceptance. And 
there’s so much hidden sadness to 
accept in these breezy tunes. 

“Younger Than Yesterday” is 
about as heavy as it gets. “It takes all 
summer long/just to write one sim- 
ple song,” Courtney sings. Then his 
voice hops up a few notes: “There’s 
too much to focus on.” Even higher: 
“Clearly, there is something wrong.” 
Setting his frustrations in a care- 
free melody, the verse embodies the 
album’s muted drama. 

Just remember to give it time. 
After one listen, these tunes will 
seem pleasant enough. After 20, 
they’ll have dropped you off in a rare 
and reflective space, miles beyond 
the Jersey Turnpike. You’ll won- 
der how you ever got there — and 
whether you ever want to go back.

A singer’s singer, Shelby Lynne is 
best known for her voice — a sensu- 
ous alto of formidable range — and, 
to a somewhat lesser extent, for her

emotionally fraught songwriting. 
But with her new album, “Revelation 
Road,” she does it all: sings, writes, 
produces and plays all of the instru- 
ments, including drums. The result 
is a sumptuous, unabashedly South- 
ern song cycle that ranks among the 


best records of her career. 

Subdued but insistent, the 
lightly juking title track is a cross 
between country blues and soul, 
while “Even Angels,” a shuffling 
meditation on human frailty, rang- 
es more toward the soul end of the 


spectrum. With down-home refer- 
ences to the likes of scrambled-egg 
sandwiches, “I’ll Hold Your Head” 
extols the virtues of rural work- 
ing-class pride. “Lead Me Love,” a 
sultry ballad, is buoyed by a bossa 
nova-inflected lilt. 


Lynne’s lyrics are refreshingly 
matter-of-fact and never overreach, 
no doubt because she’s confident 
that her languorous Cotton State 
drawl can express whatever else 
she might want to convey. 

“A voice through the wind sings 
through the trees, reminds me of the 
nights together, you and me,” she 
pines in “The Thief.” More point- 
ed still is the epic understatement 
of the autobiographical ballad, 
“Alabama.” “I been insane since I 
was nine/Never went to crime/But 
the fightin’ kind, oh yeah,” she 
purrs, the mix of pride and defi- 
ance in her voice that of a woman 
who understands herself and her

Google Takes Flight 



Google Flight Search’s speed sets it apart from other flight ticket search sites. 


Search engine giant’s 
new site helps users 
find plane tickets fast 

The Navigator 

When Brittany Laughlin needed 
to fly from Chicago to San Fran- 
cisco last month, she tried some- 
thing new and headed over to 
Google Flight Search, the newest 
and most controversial travel site 
to launch since Orbitz opened its 
doors a decade ago. 

Within a few seconds, Google 
showed her the perfect flight on 
American Airlines. She clicked on 
the link, which took her to the air- 
line’s page to book a ticket. “It was 
really clear and instantly showed 
results,” says Laughlin, who runs a 
social media company in Chicago. 

Google Flight Search is the result 
of the search engine giant’s acquisi- 
tion of ITA Software, a Cambridge, 
Mass., company whose technology

powers many well-known travel 
sites, including American Airlines, 
Bing, Hotwire and Kayak. 

So, should you consider using 
Google.com/flights for your next 
airline ticket purchase? The 
answer: a qualified “yes.” 

The site is incredibly fast, 
thanks to Google’s powerful serv- 
ers and the ITA technology. That 


sets it apart from other sites. 

The service also offers a few 
interesting new features, includ- 
ing a screen displaying the least 
expensive days to fly and a variety 
of ways to search for flights, such 
as by price and destination. These 
aren’t necessarily new to the online 
travel world, but Google does them 
in a very user-friendly way. 

But Google Flight Search offers 
no international flights, and several 
carriers — including Virgin Amer- 
ica and JetBlue — are unbookable. 
You can’t buy any multicity or multi- 
airline itineraries, either. Perhaps 
the biggest omission is that you 
can’t purchase tickets through an 
online travel agency such as Expe- 
dia, Orbitz or Travelocity. Because 
of that, many critics have written 
Flight Search off. “Once they’re 
international and have the func- 
tionality of Kayak, I’ll take notice. 
Until then, I don’t care,” says trav- 
el blooger Roni Weiss.
